MEXICO CITY, Dec. 22.—-The 
signing by Germany of the ar- 
mistice, with the formation of a 
socialist government in Ger- 
many, has caused a split in the 
hitherto solid ranks of the Ger- 
man and Austrian colonies in 
Mexico.

It refused to fight against Ger- 
many. 

The other Trish tn America, In Canada, 
in Australia and wherever the Irish were 
found, fought against Germany, but the 
Sinn Fein Irish absolutely refused to do 
so. They went farther. They attempted 
to give aid to Germany. Sir Roger Case- 
ment was put to death In London Tower 
for doing that very thing, and the Sinn 
Fein proclaimed him a martyr to Irish free 
dom and still so proglaimg him. 

America, Great Britain, France, Belgium, 
Italy, Serbia and other nations combined 
in a common cause and united In a st- 
preme effort to defeat Germany, and thus 
to make the world safe not only for de 
mocracy but for civilization itself. 

The Sinn Fein Irish declined to join the 
forces of democracy in that supreme 
struggie. They refused to help. They 
would not enlist. They opposed conscrip- 
tlon—a thing to which free America sub- 
mitted without a quibble or a whimper. 
They wouldn't fight. They were “for 
themselves alone.” And, as a means to a 
visionary end, they were unquestionably 
for Germany. 

Now that the world has been made safe 
for democracy and the principle of the self- 
determination of nations has been achieved 
through the blood and agony and death 
of millions of brave men, the Sinn Feiners 
come forth and demand the fruits of that 
victory which they réfused to help to bring 
about. They demand if at the hands of 
those ‘who sacrificed everything while the 
Sinn Fein sacrificed nothing. The Sinn 
Fein suilked in its tent, a drop of its blood 
Was never shed, not a man of its little 

went out to die. 

fs reason, if for no other, the Sinn 
Fein canmot hope to be listened to. It 
cannot bBpe to enter a house which it re- 
fused to defend when the torch of the 
Hun was at its threshold and upon the 
thatch of its roof. 

It is one of the most pathetic things 
in history—this shame that the Sinn Féin 
has put upon brave Ireland before the 
world. By their action and the squalid 
meanness of the stand they took when 
the fate of the world hung in the balance, 
the Sinn Fein has, in some measure, 
alienated from Ireland that universal 
sympathy which was her’s before in all her 
legitimate aspirations. | 

More than all ¢éise, the resuit is the 
alienation of the fair-minded people of 
Great Britain at whose hands alone Ireland 
can hope for the grant of whatever con- 
cessions it might ask. 

In late generationg Englishmen and the 
government of Great Britain have shown 
the greatest disposition to be friendly and 
fair to Ireland and Irishmen. Every ave- 
nue of honor and preferment was thrown 
open to them. A Catholic Irishman sat as 
Lord Chief Justice of the British empire— 
a higher office than the King himself holds. 
All the ancient barriers against the Irish 
were thrown down. Edward VII refused 
to take the anti-Catholic oath when he was 
and it was not administered to 
George 

There was and probably etili is a simple 
direct method open for Ireland to se- 
all the biessings of gelf-government 
can in reason demand or that are 
her best interests. But, Ireland will 
have to stamp out Sinn Feinism first. 

fs not likely that even a Sinn Feiner 
deny that no greater Irishman than 
Daniel O'Connell ever lived. No other man , 
ever accomplished so much for Ireland on 
the floor of the British Parliament. But, 
he was not a Sinn Feiner. He would 
not be that now were he still living. And 
he stood alone, without a party or a revolu- 


got what he asked for. 

If, by any stretch of the fmagtnation, 
the Sinn Fein could be pictured having a 
voice at the coming peace table, it would 
present the strange anomgly of an integral 
part of a free democracy asking to secede 
from that democracy. The Southern States 
asked to do the same thing tn America, 
and only the Civil] War was able to tell 
them that their request cou not be 
granted. 

It does not really seem worth while to 
go into so much argument on this subject. 
We certainly would not be inclined to 
do so were it not for the fact that the Sinn 
Fein's propaganda has become s0 con- 
fusing. And the world has had enough 
confusion to last ft for a long time to 
come. All unnecessary noises should be 
suppressed. Tho Sinn Fein, tn a nutshell, 
fs an unnecessary noise. 

There ts only one question to be asked 
of anybody or any nation or any race or 
sect or society now. That question is: 
Were you with us or against us when we 
met Prussianism on the field of battle? 

Where was this little mob of Sinn 
Feiners then? Was ft with America in 
the struggle? Was it with the Allies? If 
not, it has no fight whatever to ask for

UR TURN NEXT. 

Brigham, in his commercia] geography, 
divides the history of commerce into four 
periods: The Oriental, the Mediterranean, 
the Atlantic and the Pacific. 

The Oriental period had for its field the 
countries lying along the Nile, Euphrates, 
Tigris, Ganges, Indus, Yangste and Hoang- 
ho Rivers of the Asiatic continent, Strange- 
ly enough the main trade arteries of this 
period did not follow the course of these 
great river systems as might have been 
supposed, but the traffic was over land 
routes connecting the various countries. 
Pack animals and caravans were the chief 
carriers of trade and probably only articles 
of light weight and small bulk and of high 
value made up the loads. 

It is imteresting to note that in recent 
years a trade route of great importance 
has been developed, using the Wuphrates 
Valley as ¢ foca) point. It does not, how- 
ever, this valley as formerly when 
the merchants of Egypt and the Mesopo- 
tamia countries traded with one another; 
but this new route follows the course of 
the river and thus gives Burope an outlet 
to Persia and Fast India. So valuable has 
this line of traffic become that the success- 
ful campaign of the British army along its 
course was a vital factor tn bringing the 


peace, 

The Mediterranean commercial pertod in- 
cluded in its fleld of operations the coun- 
tries along the Mediterranean Sea, espe- 
cially its eastern end, in addition to the 
regions touched by the land routes of the 
oriental supremacy. Mediterranean com- 
merce Was mainly carried on by the use of 
ships as burden bearers and was character- 
ized by the entrance of the countries of 
Southern Europe into active trading. 

The Atlantic period was marked by the 
shiftingjpf the leading maritime nations 
res of the Mediterranean to the 
st of Western Europe, follow- 

@iscovery of an all-water route to 
India and the Senitine of colonies in the 
New World. The bold mariners of the be 
ginning of this period deserve everlasting 
credit for pushing their little boats out 
into the Atlantic—then an unknown and 
trackless waste of water. Portugal, Spain. 
Eneland. France. Holland and the Hanseat- 
fe league of cities of Germany displaced 
Phoenicia, Greece, Rome and Venice. Tyre 
and Sidon as the leading coinmercia] na- 
tions and cities. | 

And now has come the Pacific leadership 
in trade. of which Brigham says: 

“The ascendency, however, will not pass 
from the Atlantic to the old home of com- 
merce. Should the Atlantic lose the prt- 
macy ft will not move eastward, but west- 
ward. Every part of the Pacific shore line 
is now seeing a new development.

try, but Alaska. Since the Canadian ralil- 
way the Pacific developments have 
gone on by leaps and bounds on the west- 
ern border of Canada. 

“Ten Latin-American republics, with their 
new life, border the Pacific. On the south 
and west the story is the same, as shown 
by New Zealand, Australia, the Bast Indian 
Islands and Japan; and on the continental 
border of Asia, where China is struggling 
up into industria] and commercia] strength 
and where Russia, with various vicissi- 
tudes, has established herself. — 

“Into this circle of nations the isthmian 
canal will open a way for the ships of Eu- 
rope and of Eastern Amefica. Such lands 
as the Western United States, Canada, all 
the Latin-American republics and Austra- 
lia will increase in population, while West- 
ern Europe is approaching its limit. Should 
China finally arise to commercial activity 
it would mean the entrance into trade of 
a people as numerous as the entire popu- 
lation of Burope, supported by equal, of 
greater, natura] resources.” 

That Brigham's prophecies concerning 
the shifting of trade are certainly coming 
true is shown by the fact that, since he 
made these statements, the trade of Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Hawaii, the Philip- 
pines, Japan, Siberia, Alaska, Canada and 
other Pacific territory has vastly increased. 
And, at that, this trade has only begun its 
development. When we consider these pos- 
sibilities, in the light of what has gone be- 
fore, and of the promise opening out before 
us, we must realize the chances that are 
we make use of our opportunity 
prepare for the great commercial de- 


out a superstructure. It is for the people

HE SINN FEINERS’ GALL, 
T A persistent propaganda has 
launched and is being carried on in Amer- 
ica by an Irish organization knows asthe 
“Sinn Fein.” The purpoce is to secure for 
Ireland “self-determination,” something 
which it already has if it can ever agree 
with itself. The-demand made under cloak 
of that term appears to be a move on the 
part of the Sinn Fein to segregate Ireland 
politically from the British empire and to 
set up an independent republic—a plan to 
which The Times has no objections. Indeed 
we hope Ireland wil) get all the “self-de 
termination” which it may decide that it 
wants. 

The Sinn Fein constitutes a small minor 
ity of the Irish people of the world. It 
constitutes a smal] minority of the Irish 
people resident in Ireland. It does not 
voice the sentiment of the Irish at large. 
But, since it demands to'be heard, it might 
be well to see what it is and what grounds 
it has for the demands it makes. 

We are informed, to begin with, that 
the term “Sinn Fein” (pronounced “shin. 
fane”) is a Gaelic phrase meaning “For 
ourselves alone.” Therefore, at the very 
start of the investMration, we discover that 
the Sinn Feiners are for themselves alone 
and for nobody else. 

That the organization ts consistent, and 
that it has adhered and stil] adheres to 
the shibboleth set forth in the name it 
bears, appears to be true. During the war 
against Germany the Sinn Fein refused to 
take up arms against the common foe of 
mankind.

in Australia and wherever the Irish were 
found, fought against Germany, but the 
Sinn Fein Irish absolutely refused to do 
so. They went farther. They attempted 
to give aid to Germany. Sir Roger Case- 
ment was put to death In London Tower 
for doing that very thing, and the Sinn 
Fein proclaimed him a martyr to Irish free 
dom and still so proglaims him. 

America, Great Britain, France, Belgium, 
Italy, Serbia and other nations combined 
in a common cause and united In a st- 
preme effort to defeat Germany, and thus 
to make the world safe not only for de 
mocracy but for civilization itself. 

The Sinn Fein Irish declined to join the 
forces of democracy im that supreme 
struggle. They refused to help. They 
would not enlist. They opposed conscrip- 
tlon—a thing to which free America sub- 
mitted without a quibble or a whimper. 
They wouldn’t fight. They were “for 
themselves alone.” And, as a means to a 
visionary end, they were unquestionably 
for Germany. 
Now that the world bas been made safe 
for democracy and the principle of the self- 
determination of nations has been achieved 
through the blood and agony and death 
of millions of brave men, the Sinn Feiners 
come forth and demand the fruits of that 
victory which they refused to help to bring 
abeut. They demand if at the hands of 
those “who sacrificed everything while the 
Sinn Fein sacrificed nothing.

It is one of the most pathetic things 
in history—this shame that the Sinn Féin 
hag put upon brave Ireland before the 
world. By their action and the squalid 
meanness of the stand they took when 
the fate of the world hung in the balance, 
the Sinn Fein has, in some measure, 
alienated from ireland that universal 
sympathy which was her’s before in all her 
legitimate aspirations. 

More than all else, the result is the 
alienation of the fair-minded -people of 
Great Britain at whose hands alone Ireland

| cessions it might ask. 


In late generations Englishmen and the 
government of Great Britain have shown 
the greatest disposition to be friendly and 
fair to Ireland and Irishmen. Every uve 
nue of honor and preferment was thrown 
Open to them. A Catholic Irishman sat as 
Lord Chief Justice of the British empire— 
a higher office than the King himself holds. 
All the ancient barriers against the [rish 
were thrown down. Edward VII refused 
to take the anti-Catholic oath when he was 
crowned, and it was not administered to 
George V. 

There was and probably still is a simple 
and direct method open for ireland to se- 
cure all the blessings of eelf-government 
that she can In reason demand or that are 
for her best interests. But, Ireland will 
have to stamp out Sinn Feinism first. 

Tt fs not Iikely that even a Sinn Feiner 
will deny that no greater Irishman than 
Daniel O'Connell ever lived. No other man 
ever accomplished so much for Ireland on 
the floor of the British Parliament. But, 
he was not a Sinn Feiner. He would 
not be that now were he still living. And 
he stood alone, without a party or a revolu- 
tion behind him. He appealed tn a manly 
way to the British sense of fair play and 
got what he asked for. 

If, by any stretch of the fmagtnation, 
the Sinn Fein could be pictured having a 
voice at the coming peace table, it would 
present the strange anom ly of an integral 
part of a free democracy asking to secede 
from that democracy. The Southern States 
asked to do the same thing tn America, 
and only the Civi] War was able to tell 
them that their request could not be 
granted. 

It does not really seem worth while to 
go into so much argument on this subject. 
We certainly would not be inclined to 
do so were it not for the fact that the Sinn 
Fein’s propaganda has become s0 
fusing. And the world has had enough 
confusion to last ft for a long time to 
come. All unnecessary noises should be 
suppressed. The Sinn Fein, tn a nutshell, 
is an unnecessary noise. 

There is only one question to be asked 
of anybody or any nation or any race or 
sect or society now. That question ts: 
Were you with us or against us when we 
met Prussianism on the field of battle? 

Where was this little mob of Sinn 
Feiners then?

" Brigham, in his commercial geography, 


divides the history of commerce into four 


} periods: The Oriental, the Mediterranean, 


the Atlantic and the Pacific. 

The Oriental period had for its field the 
countries lying along the Nile, Euphrates, 
Tigris, Ganges, Indus, Yangste and Hoang- 
ho Rivers of the Asiatic continent. Strange- 
ly enough the main trade arteries of this 
period did not follow the course of these 
great river systems as might have been 
supposed, but the traffic was over land 
routes connecting the various countries. 
Pack animals and caravans were the chief 
carriers of trade and probably only articles 


of light weight and smal! bulk and of high 


value made up the loads. 

It ig imteresting to note that in recent 
years a trade route of great importance 
has been developed, using the Wuphrates 
Valley as g foca) point. It does not, how- 
ever, this valley as formerly when 
the merchants of Egypt and the Mesopo- 
tamia countries traded with one another; 
but this new route follows the course of 
the river and thus gives Burope an outlet 
to Persia and Fast India. So valuable has 
this line of traffic become that the success- 
ful campaign of the British army along its 
course was a vital factor in bringing the 


} Central Powers to the point of asking for 


peace. 
The Mediterranean commercial period in- 
cluded in its fleld of operations the coun- 
tries along the Mediterranean Sea, espe- 
clally its eastern end, in addition to the 
regions touched by the land routes of the 
oriental supremacy. Mediterranean com- 
merce Was mainly carried on by the use of 
ships as burden bearers and was character- 
ized by the entrance of the countries of 
Southern Purope into active trading. 


The Atlantic period was marked by the 


spf the leading maritime nations 
of the Mediterranean to the 
st of Western Europe, follow- 
discovery of an all-water route to 
India and the founding of colonies in the 
New World. The bold mariners of the be- 
ginning of this period deserve everlasting 
credit for pushing their little boats out 
into the Atlantic—then an unknown and 
trackless waste of water. Portugal, Spain, 
England. France. Holland and the Hanseat- 
fe league of cities of Germany displaced 
Phoenicia, Greece, Rome and Venice.

Such lands 
as the Western United States, Canada, all 
the Latin-American republics and Austra- 
lia will increase in population, while West- 
ern Europe is approaching its limit. Should 
China finally arise to commercial activity 
it would mean the entrance into trade of 
a& people as numerous as the entire popu- 
lation of Burope, supported by equal, of 
greater, natura] resources.”
